A PROPOSAL humbly offered to this Honorable Pouſe of Commons, by JOUN HORNE Vpholſterer, London, to Change both the 
Good and Bad Moneys of this Kingdom, and to make out the wait of W eight in the right Coin, and in [9 doing to Raiſe the King, 
near Two Millions of Money ; And alſo to cauſe a Free and open Trade anong/t onr ſelves, and that every Perſon ſhall make Uſe as 
well of his bad Moneys as his Good, until his bad Money hath waſted it {elf quite away, as we humbly conceive may be in a fen Tears 
and much Eaſier for the People to loſe 208. in 40 Weeks, than to loſe it in one Day, &c, humbly Refer d to the Wiſdom / this Eg- 


norable Houſe: 
To Demonſtrate the Methods how to Change the Moneys, is thus : 
Imprimis, A. Ringeth 10 /.in Moneys to be C'rang'd, the good bring pickr our, amcunts to but 7 1. in Tale, which 
7 4. being weigh'd, amounts to but 5 /. which 5 /. be given to A. in Milld Moneys ; and for his 2 /. 


that his. 7 /. wanted in Weight, :nd his 3 /. of Falſe Moneys, which makes 5 /. be given to A. upon 


| a Tally, which Tally of 5 /. and 5 /. 4. before Received in Ready Moneys, makes A. up his 10 /. a- 
gain, and to be ſuppoſed to be much better ſatisfizd with a Tally tor his Moneys, which he may then go to Market with again, 
then totally to Loſe his 3 /. of bad Moneys, which he took in Trade as ſo much Good ; and no dou»t but A. had rather Loſe 
this 3 1 by little and little, than altogether, and leſs hurt ir will do him; And that every ſuch Taliy paſs even as for ſo much 


Ready Moneys, and in ſo doing we have a free Irade 5 tor we are ſure we ſhall noc Loſe the bad Mopeys, if we take it for our- 


Goods, tho' we will be as Cautious as may be how we take it, by realon we will have as imall a Taliy 2s we can; T his, I hum- 
bly conceive ſheweth, Thar the bad Mozeys may be Changed as well as the Good, and at the ſame Charge. 

IT. As to Raiſing the King Two Millions of V'oney s in fo coing,and to ſhew that there will be a tpeedy conſumption of theſe 
Tallies, is thus ; Every time a Tally 1s Paid,Recciv'd, Buught, cr Sold, it mult Loſe Four fence in every Pound ; that is, Two 
Perce to the King, which muſt be Indorſed on the I aliy,every time it 1s '© Paid, Receiv'd, Buug'r,or Sold; and the other 2 ſunk, 
that is thus, viz. 4. com::s with his Tally of 5/7. an+pays it to B. he beirp fo much lice ted to Fim. and oivesS B- 1.5.0 4. 
more than his Debt, which is all the Loſs A. doth recewwe by putring off his Ta.ly of 59. whichis 1s $ a. that 4; cave to B. 


Half of it was ſunk, and Half was for the King ; which Hef for the King, A. t:kes Care to Indorſe upon the Taily, then 


_ B. pays the ſaid Tally to C. which then wam's 10 d. of 5 /. which 10d, 4. gave B before, to make good his Payment, when 
he ſhould come to pay it, which 10 4. Þ. gives aifo to C. te make up his Five Pounds, anc gives C. alto 1 s. 84. more ; as 2, 
did to him, which1s all that B. Loſeth alſo by P: fling the ſaid Tally ; and B. alſo rakes Care to Indorſe 10 4. upon the Tally, 
which 10 4. ſill given, C. that takes the Tally with rhe 10 4. that A.alſo gave to B. which makes then in the Hands of C. 
1s. $4. for the King, and 1 5s. 8 4. ſunk off of the ſaid 1ally ; which 1 s. and 8 4. is ſtill handed along with the Tally, and 
alſo the reſt of the Indorſements ; and all the Indorſements are always lett in his Hand that hath the Tally, until they amount 
to Twenty Shillings ; which Tally when its Indorfements hath once amounted to Twenty Shillings ſhall no more pals in Pay- 
' ment untilRenew'd, which will then have juſt gone thorow the Alphabet,and have come into.4's Hand again ; then 2. mult car- 
Iy this Tally of 5 /. to the Office, and give them the 20 5. of Indorſments which are tor the Ule of the King, and take a new 
Tally of 4 /. and ſet that to work again. Now I ſaid it would Raiſe Two Millions to the King ; but I hope by this time this 
Honorable Houſe doth plainly ſce, that it will make all the bad Moxeys, and the want of Weight in the good Moxey, becomeall 
Good to the King, which is ſuppoſed to be nearer Four Millions than Two. Now, if this Honorable Houſe ſhall not think fir 
to Raiſe any thingupon the bad Moreys . to the King, then it will be. waſted away the ſooner ; but ſince there muſt be AMozeys 
Raiſed, I humbly conceive the People would rather Pay it thus, and make uſe of their bad Mozxeys to the very laſt, than to Loſe 
their bad Mozeys All at once, and Raiſe ſo much Moxeys for the King beſides. 

IIT. How this may be done, and we continue Trading one with another all the time our Mozeys is a Changing. Firſt, That 
there be a Grand Office in this City of Loxdoy, call'd, The T ally-Office ; and that at the Place where the Moneys 1s Changed, no 
Tallies be given, but an Order to the Ta/y-Office, to give A.a Tally for 5 /. more or lef:, Mark'd or Stampt , for ſuch a County, 
as A. ſhall deſire it ; and that no Tally paſs out of the County it is Mark'd for ; and that no'1ally paſs in any County, till there 
be an Office fixt in the ſaid County. | 

For the Convenience of Trade, how to make a Tally Payable in any County in Zx2/azd, or Wales; thus A. hath Tallics by 
| himofa Hundred Pounds, 4. wants to pay a Hundred in B's County ; 4. muſt go to the Office of his own County, and give up 
hisT allies of Hundred Pounds, and ſee them Struck out, and take an Order from the Maſter of the Office in his own County, to 
the Maſter of the Office of B's County, to give to 4. Tallies for a Hundred Pounds, and Number them with the ſame Number 
that A's Talkes was Numbred with before ; and for ſo doing 4. ſhall Allow.2 4. or 3 4. in the Pound to the King, according 
to the Diſtance of the Place. 

IV. Thatevery County Change their Mozeys diſtintly ore after another ; and that ſo ſoon as every Connty ſhall begin to 
Change theirMozeys,there be an Office EreCted in the ſame,as well forSuppreſling the Falſitying ſuch Tallies, as for the Return of 


Moneys, tho' we humbly conceive a Tally cannot well be Falſtfied; however it is but the Receiver's Trouble going:with, or ſend- 


ing the Tally offer'd him in Payment to the Office to Prove it; which, if Falſe, then he that offer'd ſuch Tally, to be Puniſhed 
according to the Great Wiſdom of this Houle. 


V. That every Pariſh Change their Mozeys diſtinaly, to avoid Confuſions, and that they have timely Norice to bring in the 


ſame; and that every Conſtable, and Beadle of ſuch Pariſh Attend their Pariſhioners at the Place of Change during ſuch Time, 
the better to find out ſuch as have ſo metamorphis'd the Coin of this Kingdom, and.for the Promoting of Trade, that the 
Old Mozeys go ſtill in every ſuch County after they haveſo Changed, provided it be Gocd until they are call'd upon a ſecond 


Time, for it 1s ſuppoſed thatone County Trades with another; And after 4's County hath Changed their Moxeys, inthe mean time - 


C's County muſt Trade with 4. and C's County having not yet Change, by conſequence can neither have Tally nor New 
Moneys ; > that 4's County muſt till take C's Mozeys, till the whole Alphaber hath Clanzed; and then wien 4. is CalPda 


ſecond Time.it is to be ſuppoſed that every County 1s furniſhed either with new Money or Tallies, and then 4's County ſo cal-

led a ſecond time, refuſe any Old Mozeys, if C's County cemcs to Trade with A's ler them then either bring forth their New 
Moneys, or Return their Tallies. Now hoping that T have made it very Plain aud Eafie ro Change the Mozeys of this Kingdom, 
and ſo continue a Free Trad.e Now it 1s convenient to take -fome Care, that the King be not cheated of his Due, which I 
humbly conceive muſt be thus; 

Firſt, That there be a Penalty Laid upon all Perſons paying ſuch Tally or Tallies ; That they take Care to Indorle Summ or 
Summs, as doth amount to the King thereby. 

Secondly, That there be a Penalry Laid upon all ſuch Perſon or Perſons, in whoſe hands thoſe Tallies ſhall be, when their 
Indorſements are amounted to Twenty Shillings, That they forchwith bring in the ſame to the Office to be Renewed, and pay 
in their Indorſments to the Office for the Ule of the King. | on 

Thirdly, That when any ſuch Tally ſhall have waſted it ſelf away to Twenty Shillings, that is 4 /. out of the Five, that the 
Maſter of the Office, where ſuch Tally ſhall come, do give to the Owner thereof 19 s. for 20 in Ready Moneys, and be Im- 
power'd to add the 20 «. he hath ſo Bought, to the next Tally that comes to be Renew'd ; and that the Owner of that 
Tally to whom the 20 s. is added, do give the Maſter of rhe Office 20 5s. in Ready Moneys for the 20 s. he hath fo added to his 
Tally ; alſo that no Tally paſs in Payment under 20 s. by reaſon the Poor ſhall not be Burdened with them: 

L.aftly, That when the Tallies of 4's County are all waſted away to 20s. that the Office give A. 20 5. fos his Tally, and that 
it be the King's Loſs; and then that the Office break up, and no more Tallies paſs in that County. : 

How to find out thar they are alſo waſted, and that none come after the Office is broke up, is thus ; That the Sherriff of the 
County at the Requeſt of the Maſter of the Office, do ſend to every Pariſh to give them Norice, if they have any Tallies lett, to 
bring them to the Office of the County, and by ſuch a Day, orelſe ſtand to their own Loſs , that when ſuch Pariſh hath Notice 
from the Sheriff, that rhey receive it publickly In the Church = RE -: Ce | 
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
